SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article - Education

(A) IN THIS SECTION, “PERSONAL FINANCIAL LITERACY STATE
CURRICULUM” MEANS THE CONTENT STANDARDS FOR PERSONAL FINANCIAL
LITERACY THAT HAVE BEEN DEVELOPED BY THE DEPARTMENT AND APPROVED
BY THE STATE BOARD.

(B) ON OR BEFORE SEPTEMBER 1 OF EACH YEAR, EACH COUNTY
SUPERINTENDENT SHALL CERTIFY TO THE STATE SUPERINTENDENT THAT THE
PERSONAL FINANCIAL LITERACY STATE CURRICULUM IS BEING TAUGHT IN
THE COUNTY.

() THE DEPARTMENT SHALL DEVELOP A PROCESS TO MONITOR
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE PERSONAL FINANCIAL LITERACY STATE
CURRICULUM.

(D) ON OR BEFORE DECEMBER 1 OF EACH YEAR, THE DEPARTMENT
SHALL REPORT TO THE (GOVERNOR AND, SUBJECT TO § 2-1246 OF THE STATE
(GOVERNMENT ARTICLE, TO THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, REGARDING THE
MONITORING AND IMPLEMENTATION OF THE PERSONAL FINANCIAL LITERACY
STATE CURRICULUM.

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That it is the intent of the
General Assembly that the State Department of Education strongly consider requiring
a measurement of financial literacy as a condition of graduation from public high
schools in the State.
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1 SECTION £ 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take
2  effect October 1, 2010.
